KILLS HIMSELF 


Hounded to Death Because He 
Wouldn’t Pay Graft, Says 
Robert Lecouver’s Friend, 





HIS BILLS WERE HELD UP 





Had to Mortgage Home and Factory— 
Body Found In Weill on His Fine 
Estate at Westwood, N. J. 





Robert Lecouver, President of the Le- 


couver Press Company of 51 Vesey Street, - 


and President of the First National Bank 
of Westwood, N. J., was found dead at 
the bottom of a thirty-two-foot well on 
his estate at Hackensack and Jefferson 
Avenues, Westwood, early yesterday 
morning. “Mr. Lecouver was known to 
have worried for several months over the 
holding up in the Controller’s office of 
bills due him in connection with his work 
on The City Record and other city print- 
ing for which he had received the contract 
on an unusually low bid in December. The 
failure to collect from the city, coupled 
with a heavy payroll he was obliged to 
meet each week in carrying out the work 
of city printing, forced him to mortgage 
heavily his fine estate at Westwood and 
the building of his printing plant on Vesey 
Street. All these facts preyed heavily on 
his mind. 

When Mr. Leoouver appeared at his 
printing plant on Thursday, his superin- 
tendent, George F.. O’Connell, and several 
of his employes noticed that he spoke 
with even more than usual listlessness. 
The same depressed state of mind was 
still upon him when he returned home in 
the evening. 

After dinn3r, on Thursday evening, his 
12-year-old daughter Ruth, who is his only 
child, nestled close to him and whispcred 
a secret in his ear. She reminded him 
that the next day would be her mother’s 
birthday, and asked him to take a little 
money out of her bank eso that she might 
buy her mother a birthday present. 

‘A gad birthday,” replied Mr. Le- 
couver, 

Mrs. Lecouver and the child tried in 
vain to rouse him from the brooding. It 
was not until late at night that Mrs. Le- 
couver saw him fall asleep. A little later, 
A. B. Bogert, a close friend of Mr. Le 
couver’s and a fellow-Director of the 
Westwood Bank, telephoned to inquire 
concerning Mr. Lecouver’s health, which, 
he had learned from the cashier of the 
bank, seemed rather bad for several days. 
— Leoouver said her husband was rest- 
ng. 

t was not until 4 o’closck yesterday 
morning that Mrs. Lecouver, who was ac- 
quain th her husband’s worries 
and went =< day to his office in New 
York to help him, managed to fall asleep. 
She woke two hours later, with a start 
Her husband, who had been sleeping, be- 
side her, was gone. 

She made a hurried search of the house, 
but could not find him. Then she tele-

Body Found in the Well. 


As Mr. Bogert drove up in his automo- 
bile a few minutes later he saw one of 
the maids at the Lecouver house rush 
from the blue-domed wellhouse just 
across the driveway from the house, under 
two big full-blown apple trees and clus- 
tering evergreen bushes. She said that 
in trying to raise one of the two buckets 
from the well she had found it wedged 
tight near the bottom. 

Already the alarm over Mr. Lecouver’s 
disappearance had spread in the Lee. 
and several neighbors, including the 
Mayor, H. H. Goodwin, were trooping 
across the broad lawns around the house 
Or coming up the driveway in automo- 
biles. One of the former, Michael Gels- 
beck, a well-digger, accompanied Mr. Bo- 
gert and Mrs. Lecouver to the wellhouse, 
where Mr. Bogert tied one of the lamps 
of his automobile to’a rope. and lowered 
it into the narrow shaft. As the light 
neared the bottom, the three bending over 
the edge of the well above saw the body 
of Mr. Lecouver, resting on his knees 
and forehead, in two fest of water at 
the bottom.

His Notable Work In Rebate Prosecu- 
tions—Dickinson’s Busy Career. 


The appointment of Mr. Stimson to suc- 
ceed Secretary of War Dickinson was as 
much a surprise here as was the resigna- 
tion of the latter.

Victim of Politics, Says Bogert. 


‘**He told Mayor Gaynor that in filling 
the job of city printer he would not give 
up a single dollar for graft,’’ said his 
friend A. B. Bogert, yesterday, ‘‘and in 
this way was able to hand in a lower bid. 
But almost from the beginning, accord- 
ing to his frequent complaints to me and 
others, the city Government began to 
hold back payment on his bills for one 
excuse or another, and he found himself 
getting hard pressed for ready cash. He 
had a weekly payroll of $2,500 to meet 
at his plant. , 

"He once told me that if he would 
onty consent to hold his hand behind his 
back with something in it all the annoy- 
ance to which he was put by tardy pay- 
ment of his bills would-cease. But he re- 
fused to do that, even though he was 
presently obliged to mortgage his $25.- 
000 home here im order to meet expenses. 
Later, he told me, he had to mortgage 
the building at 51 Vesey Street, still bor- 
rowing in order to meet his payrolls. He 
told me recently that there was $40,000 
due him and unpaid on May 1. 

‘**Mr. Lecouver’s death was due to cor- 
rupt politics. I know that he was never 
forgiven for winning the award of the 
bid on city printing, little though his own 
profit was therefrom. He was literally 
hounded to death. He simply could not 
borrow any more, and he could not bear 
the thought of falling short of his boast 
hitherto, that he never skipped a payroll 
in his life.’’ 

Mr. Bogert said that Mr. Lecouver re- 
cently mentioned to him that he was con- 
sidering an offer of taking a younger man 
in as a partner in the printing business, 
and that he had half a mind to do so. 
What became of the partnership plan, 
however, he did not learn. 

Henry Ferguson, Deputy Supervisor of 
the City Record, said yesterday that he 
had heard Mr. Lecouver had made ar- 
rangements to turn over 51 per cent. of 
his interest in the Lecouver Press to 
other interests, but Mr. O’Connell, Super- 
intendent of the plant, denied this. Mr. 
O’Connell. admitted, however, that Mr. 
Lecouver had said he was considering 
letting go some of his real estate*and 
getting additional capital into the busi- 
ness. It was said that Mrs. Lecouver 
held the controlling interest in the print- 
ing plant. 

Mr. Bogert said that the Westwood Na- 
tional Bank was in no way affected by 
Mr. Lecouver’s business troubles or by 
his death. 

‘‘ He often said that he would not draw 
a single check on the bank to help him- 
self in the troubles his city printing con- 
tract brought upon him; and after his 
death we found on investigation that the 
bank’s accounts were as straight as a 
string. He does not owe the bank a sin- 
gle dollar.”’ 

Mr. Bogert said Mr. Lecouver was never 
a hard driver of a bargain, sometimes 
impulsively generous where he might 
have exercised more businesslike caution. 
Thus, he said, Mr, Lecouver, when the 
withholding of his pay began to press 
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Controller in the matter of the payment of 
the ¢eclaim where tl! contractor had not 
fully complied with his contract require- 
ments under the existing City Record cone 
tract, was submitted to the Corporation 
Counsel, with a request that he give his 
opinion at once.

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SALOON KEEPER SLAIN, 


Robbery the Motive of the Murderers 
of John Whiteford of Brooklyn. 


John Whiteford, 60 years old, proprietor 
of a drinking saloon at Willoughby and 
Jay Streets, Brooklyn, which has been 
long known to the police as a resort of no- 
torious characters, was found 
in a room on the second floor of the build- 
ing evesterday morning. The body lay 
with its face downward, the head being 
toward the door of the room. Mich:el 
Kerrigan of 459 Gold Street, who was em- 
ployed by Whiteford as a lunchman, was 
the first to make known the murder, of 
which robbery was apparently the motive. 
Whiteford’s pockets were turned inside 
out. He was Known to carry large sums 
of money, and it is believed that he had 
$300 in nis pockets when he closed his 
saloon at 1 o'clock yesterday morning.

1 do not know 
Where they originated. But frank 
disavowal now should lay them to rest, 
and relieve me from the recurrent annoy- 
ance of being considered as a candidate for 
an office contrary to my desires and alto- 
gether out of my line. ‘the prospect of this 
relief is welcome. 

The last subject touched by your letter is 
the most important. The reasons for my 
resignation have never been concealed, nor 
personal. They have to do with the spirit 

. and policy of Princeton for the future. Re- 
garding peace and work as essential to the 
life of the university, I have ventured in 
the course of these long conferences which 
you have invited to put a certain pertinent 
question. 

If I understood you rightly, 
“‘without distraction,’’ is meant to express 
your wish and intention that Princeton 
shall not be distracted by factional rival- 
ries and conflicts, your purpose that she 
shall move forward, under a guidance dis- 
regarding academic politics, to accomplish 
her three specific tasks as a university, tn 
an atmosphere favorable to manhood, schol- 
arship, and religion. 

Understanding you thus, with the consent 
of the Board of Trustees, I will gladly 
accede to your wish and withdraw my res- 
ignation. This is a double pleasure be- 
cause it makes the way clear at last to 
return an affirmative answer to the request 
which the students made last Winter that 
I should stay at Princeton.

Orion Hi. Cheney, State Superintendent 
of Banks, submitted to Gov. Dix yes- 
terday a full report of the department's 
handling of the Carnegie Trust Company’s 
affairs. He declares that Andrew Car- 
negie, upon whose help he had relied, re- 
fused at the last moment to advance 
money to save.the institution. 

The report was in the form of a let- 
ter, which Mr. Cheney asked permission 
of the Governor to make public. It was 

placed in the Governor's hands late in 
the afternoon by a special messenger.

rected toward the Banking Department for 
failure to close the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany before Jan. 7, 1911, and generally 
in connection with the supervision of 
that company’s affairs. Although such 
criticism was unwarranted, nevertheless 
it has tended to create a distrust of this 
department, and has thereby done in- 
jury to our State banking System.

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MERGER PLAN APPROVED. 

Directors of the Equitable and Madi- 
son Trust Companies Agree. 


With the acceptance yesterday by Di- 
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rectors of the Equitable Trust Company, 


and the Madison ‘Trust Company of terms 
proposed for the merger of the two in- 
stitutions the way was made clear for 
liquidation of the Madison's assets, Stock- 
holders’ meetings will be held May 29 to 
ratify the merger. 

It was said after the Directors’ action 
that while it is impossible yet to tell 
how much can be realized on some of the 
Madison’s assets, prospects for the stock- 
hoiders of the company are brighter than 
they appeared when the merger was 
started. Andrew Carnegie is the prin- 
cipal holder, with about 6,900 of the 10,- 
000 shares of Madison stock. Mr. Car- 
negie took over the shares, along with a 
majority of the stock of the Platt Iron 
Works and other collateral, when he 
let the trust company bearing his name 
have $2,100,000 Steei bonds in January 
of last year. It was thought until a few 
weeks azo that little would be realized 
by holders of the old Van Norden Con- 
pany’s stock. 

Alvin W. Krech, President of the Equi- 
table, Chairman of an Advisory Com- 
mittee which will look after the Hquida- 
tion. The other members Bradlev 
Martin, Jr.. who was nominated by the 
Madison's stockholders, and Benjamin 
Strong, Jr., Vice President of the Bank- 
ers Trust Company, who was named by 
Messrs. Krech and Martin as a disinter- 
ested third party. It is provided that this 
committee shall receive as payment 1 per 
cent. of the net amount payable to the 
stockholders, with a minimum of $6,000 
fuaranteed. The Equitable Company 
to receive for its services in effecting the 
liquidation 5 per cent. of the net amount 
payable to the stockholders, with a mini- 
mum of $50,000 guaranteed.

for the training of librarians. Nowhere 
else can both the theory and practice of 
a most important art or profession, that 
of making easily and generally available 
for present and future use the knowledge 
acquired and recorded by past genera- 
tions, be as well imparted as in the midst 
of a huge collection of skillfully arranged 
and indexed books. 

There the pupils can learn by doing, 
which is the best way of learning—one is 
almost tempted to say the only way 
really to learn. Therefore is New York 
City to be congratulated on the fact that 
Mr. CARNEGIE has again displayed his 
generous wisdom, or his wise generosity, 
by offering to the Directors of our new 
Public «Library $75,000 a year for five 
years for the establishment and conduct 
by their Executive Committee of a school 
of this sort. A system of apprentice em- 
ployés had already been thought out 
but that, while excellent in itself, would 
have made the training of the apprentices 
purely incidental to the services rendered 
to this particular library, and while it 
undoubtedly would have produced @ cer- 
tain number of men and women more or 
less competent to take charge of other 
libraries, their preparation for the out- 
side positions could not have been elther 
as broad or thorough as Mr. CARNEGIBE’S 
gift will render practicable. Thanks to 
him, the training will become 4 main 
objective, not an incident, and the library 
will itself profit by the very advantages 
it confers upon others. 

Mere books, no matter how numerous, 
do not make a library. At any rate, the 
quality of the librarian and his assistants 
counts for so much when estimating the 
value of a library that it is not much of 
an exaggeration to say that nothing else 
counts. Certainly a library of 10,000 
books, where the seeker for information 
has in getting it the assistance of 4 man 
who knows exactly where it is to be 
found, is worth many more than ten 
times as much as a library ten times as 
large, in which the inquirer must dig for 
himself through a maze and wilderness 
of irrelevant literature before he finds 
what he wants.

crime, there was probably no expectation 
that he would be convicted. For it did not 
seem likely that the law, with its inveter- 
ate liking for everything old, preferably 
mediaeval, and its deep suspicion of any- 
thing new or scientific, would give much 
weight, if any, to a means of identifica- 
tion unauthorized by ancient precedent. 
On the other hand, the curious prejudice 
of jurymen ageinst the very best evidence 
there is, namely, circumstantial evidence, 
is well known. So the chances were that 
CELLA, If only he sat tight and denied, 
would go free, even though guilty. 

Unfortunately, though a burglar, he is 
an educated and intelligent man. He 
listened to the explanation of the finger- 
print system made by experts in its use, 
he was convinced by it that his presénce 
in the entered premises had been conclu- 
sively proved, and, without waiting to 
hear what! the law or the jurymen had 
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to say on that subject, he confessed his 
guilt! 

We say unfortunately, for, with the 
trial thus prematurely ended, we get only 
an oblique and unsatisfactory recognition, 
so far as our courts are concerned, of the 
validity of the contention that the finger 
prints of every man are unlike, and with 
Certainty can be distinguished from 
those of every other man, and it is of 
high social desirability that such recog- 
nition should as soon as possible be im- 
bedded in the law as a fundamental rule 
of criminal procedure. That the conten- 
tion is true there has been for years no 
doubt on the part of any man at once 
reasonable and enlightened. Of course, 
it has not been demonstrated, and no such 
universal negative ever can be demon- 
strated, that two men never did and never 
will make with al! ten fingers prints ex- 
actly alike, or so nearly alike that they 
cannot be thus identified. But the prob- 
ability that this is the case has been 
made 50 high that it amounts to cer- 
tainty. It is, indeed, as close to certainty 
as mortals ever get, and much closer than 
they get in any except the rarest in- 
stances. 

Judge RoOsausky, it is pleasant to re- 
cord, saw the great importance of this 
case, and by his adrott questioning of the 
prisoner extracted all possible advantage 
from its outcome. But five of the jury- 
men, it seems, weuldn’t have accepted 
the finger prints as against the testimony 
of the interested witnesses who tried to 
establish the alibi on which Crniua had 
at first confidently relied! That is beau- 
tifully characteristic of jury box—con- 
servatism.

Bayne Bill. at Albany was the aid

They 
prctably are, but urgent appeals for ac- 
tion that would take only a few minutes 
might still be effective, if mumerous 
enough and if made promptly enough. 
The bill ought to be passed. Its only an- 
tagonists are the owners of certain pri- 
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vate preserves and the game dealers who 
with high prices tempt pot-hunters to 
supply the needs of a few restaurants 
catering to after-theatre patrons in this 
city. On the other side are all real sports- 
men, all the naturalists, and all the peo- 
ple of every sort who would regret the 
disaprearance from our woods and fields 
cf forms of life that add so much to their 
| interest—of forms of life which are, too, 
'theugh practically negligible as a source 
of food, some of great value in other ways 
and none of injury in any way.

I have read with interest my friend Mr. 
Flegg’s letter with reference to a suggested 
site for the proposed new Court House. 

His letter is interesting as emphasizing an 
idea which the society, whose Committee on 
Court House Site I am the Chairman of, the 
Municipal Art Society, has urged for many 
years upon the city authorities when consider- 
ing new improvements, that of placing new 
improvements in a section of the city where 
at the time the real estate values are low and 
thus securing the advantage of the raising in 
values of the real estate by the very invest- 
ment made in the new improvements by the 
city itself. To this part of Mr. Flagg’s letter 
I heartily agree. Wherein I differ, however, 
from him {is as to the site to be selected. 

The property in and around the easternmost 
end of Wall Street is not the most economical 
that could be secured for the purpose of the 
new building and its necessary surroundings 
of park space or open setting to give it especial 
dignity of position. I therefore take leave to 
ask the courtesy of your columns for the con- 
sideration of an entirely different site, which 
has many advantages in its favor, and which is 
the site that will be formed by the extension 
of Seventh Avenue south. 

The extension of Seventh Avenue from Green- 
wich Avenue through to Hudson Park and 
Varick Street, thus making a continuous ave- 
nue through thea lower city, has been definitely 
approved by the city engineer, Mr. Nelson P. 
Lewis, end recommended to the Board of Estt- 
mate and Apportionment through his report pre- 
pared at the request of Mayor Gaynor, so that 
We “nay assume that this is one of the first 
improvements that the city will consider fa- 
vorably, especially as it forms part, of the 
subway problem, giving as it would by this 
extension at a nominal expenses a new thor- 
oughfare from Southern New York for the 
subway system to be developed. 

The property to be secured for the Seventh 
Avenue extension would leave a triangle of 
which this would be the western boundary, 
the other two sides being Greenwich Avenue 
on the northeast and Christopher Street on the 
southwest, the point of the triangle being 
Sixth Avenue at Eighth and Ninth Streets, at 
which is the Sixth Avenue elevated railway 
station and the Ninth Avenue McAdoo 
subway station, with the Jefferson Market 
Court House adjoining. This triangular site 
is an equivalent to the site especially pre- 
pared for the Paris Opera on the Great Boule- 
vard when the new Opera site was determined 
upon by that enlightened city. This site could 
be obtaincd at a very low cost, because as a 
whole the section known as ‘‘ Greenwich Vil- 
lage’’ has remained dormant as to real es- 
tate values for many years. The improvement 
£0 located would at once enhance the value 
and taxing possibility of a great area con- 
tiguous to the site, and thus the city by its 
own investment would secure a definite in- 
crease in yearly returns through its tax rolls. 

Architecturally such a site presents the most 
splendid opportunities for a design with ample 
surrounding of background to give the best 
setting. We might hope that a setting as suc- 
cessful fn such a situation as Garnier’s mas- 
terly Opera House would be the outcome of any 
competition for design. 

As to ease of access, 
the building Strategically placed so as to 
be reached by the entire McAdoo service with 
all the raiiroads across the river by the ex- 
tension of the McAdoo service to Forty-second 
Street, thus connecting with the New York 
Central, by the Seventh Avenue connecting 
with the Pennsylvania system by the extension 
of the McAdoo, which, by their charter, they 
have the right to do to Eighth Street and 
Fourth Avenue, thus connecting it with the 
metropolitan underground system, while the 
elevated railroad on sixth Avenue stops at the 
door. The Ninth Avenue elevated is but two 
blocks away and the Eighth Street crosstown 
lines connect with all the surface trolley lines. 
It has a convenience of location which no other 
site as yet discussed can compare with—cer- 
tainly not the site indicated by Mr. Flagg. 
I hope that you will place this matter: be- 
fore your readers as one of the most con- 
venient of all sites and one of the most in-

Opening Ceremonies to be Held 
Before a Select Audience 
Limited to 500. 





15,000 ARE INVITED LATER 





WIIl File Through the Bullding In Pro-* 
cession and Precautions Will Be 
Taken Against a Panic. 





The programme for the opening of the 
city’s new $8,000,000 public library, at 
Fifth Avenue and Forty-second Street, 
on Tuesday, May 23, has been practically 
completed. The speakers are to be Presi- 
dent Taft, Gov. Dix, Mayor Gaynor, Dr. 
John L, Billings, Director of the public 
library system of the city, and the ven- 
erable John Bigelow. They are to speak 
from an elevation at least forty feet 
above the heads of their audience. 

The formal exercises by which the 
great marble structure, covering two city 
blocks in width and extending from Fifth 
Avenue half way to Sixth Avenue in 
dept, will be dedicated and publicly 
opened will take place at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon of May The attendance is 
limited to 500, the list having been care- 
fully prepared to include the highest Na- 
tional, State, and city officials, together 
with the heads of the various leading 
diplomatic corps accredited to the United 
States. 

The guests will enter from Fifth Ave- 
nue, and the ceremonies will take place 
in the main vestibule, just within the 
great bronze doors. Five hundred chairs 
will be put on the marble floor of the 
vestibule for the guests, and the speak- 
ers and the Trustees will ascend winding 
stairways at either side to the three gal- 
leries overlooking the entrance. From 
the central gallery President Taft and 
others taking part in the ceremonies will 
speak. 

Just what form the addresses will take 
has not been divulged. It only an- 
nounced that President Taft will make 
the chief address of dedication, while the 
Mayor, who will, it is said, speak but a 
few minutes, will probably 
building, the property of 
library Directors.

At 4 o'clock 15,000 persons, to whom 
cards will be sent, will be admitted also 
for an inspection of the building. These 
15,000 have been selected from among the 
most prominent men and women in the 
city. Admission will be by ecard only, 
and the visitors will be required to pro- 
ceed two abreast along a certain colon- 
nade, which will be indicated by police 
stationed at short intervals throughout 
the structure. 

It got out yesterday that the various 
committees in charge for the opening day 
are a bit nervous, for fear there mav be 
some mishap or a panic in the building 
when filled with visitors. At any rate, 
every precaution, it was said, would be 
taken against such an occurrence. The 
Police Commissioner will assign 500 po- 
licemen, amply officered, to the building 
that day. They will have instructions 
not to allow any one in the building who 
carries even so much as a cane or um- 
brella, and persons with bundles will be 
strictly ruled out. Not even the distin- 
guished guests for the formal exercises 
will be expected to bring their canes or 
umbrellas. If they do they will be re- 
quested to leave them at the door. 

When the great crowd enters at 4 
o'clock it will be discouraged from going 
on the second floor at all on the score 
that the rooms are all locked and there 
will be nothing to see. They will be con- 
ducted by policemen and other guides 
over a prescribed route, which will take 
them through several of the larger and 
more important rooms on the third floor, 
through lofty marble halls and colon- 
nades, and finally out of the Fifth Ave- 
nue exits to the street. To avoid the 
possibility of a disturbance of any kind 
the police will have orders not to allow 
any flashlight or other photographs to 
be taken in the building while the visit- 
ors are going through, and no one with 
a camera will be admitted under any clir- 
cumstances.

Supreme Court Order Dismissing 
Lerner’s Suit for $39,000 Affirmed. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, First Department, yesterday af- 
firmed the order of Justice Gerard in 
the Supreme Court dismissing the suit of 
Isidor Lerner, a theatrical manager, 
against the opera star Louise Tetrazzini 
for $39,000 for breach of contract.

DON'T WANT STEEL CURTAIN 





Bullding Trades Take the Opposite 
Side at a Hearing Before the 
Aldermen’s Committee. 








Theatrical interests of the city strongly 
opposed changes in the Building Code In 
regard to theatres proposed by Borough 
President McAneny at a hearing before 
the Aldermen’s Committee on Buildings 
yesterday. Marc Klaw, Alf Hayman, 
and H. B. Herts spoke for the Theatrical 
Managers’ Association. They particularly 
disliked the amendments which permit 
the construction of a fireproof building 
over the auditorium of a theatre, which 
is not allowed now. B. D. Traitel, rep- 
resenting the Building Trades Employers’ 
Association, replying to this, said that 
the opposition of the managers was based 
on their desire to make it as hard as pos- 
sible for more theatres to be bullt in this 
city. 

Borough President McAneny filed @ 
statement with the committee explaining 
the object of the changes. One was to 
make motion-picture shows safe from 
fire. Another was to permit construction 
of fireproof buildings over theatres, and 
this policy was based on the practice of 
other cities. A third required stairs, en- 
trances, and exits of all new theatres to 
be placed on a fixed basis of calculation. 
Fourteen seats were to be permitted be- 
tween aisles and rear courts could be 
abandoned. 

Mr. Herts proposed an amendment to 
allow the elimination of court space in 
present theatres if they adopt the rigid, 
steel-faced curtain. Mr. Klaw and Mr. 
Hayman opposed the use of the steel cur- 
tain on the ground that the asbestos 
curtain was entirely sufficient for fire 
protection. 

‘This rigid curtain would add a great 
deal to the protection of people in our 
theatres,’ said Mr. Traitel. ‘‘It is re- 
quired by the Building Code of Chicago, 
and has been voluntarily installed here 
by several theatre owners. The amend- 
ments, in return for this requirement, 
give the abolishment of the rear court 
and the building over the theatre. I can- 
not understand the opposition of the other 
side to this last provision. It would mean 
a saving of from $45,000 to $50,000 to an 
owner of a theatre.” 

“My opposition its based on the most 
selfish motive,’’ replied Mr. Klaw—‘ that 
we do not want this $45.000 to $50,000 a 
vear saving with the additional risk of 
the damage to be brought against 
us {in case of fire.’

McMANIGLE CASE [{S READY. 


Detectives Check Up His Confession 
and Learn New Dynamiting Facts. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 12.—The case 





of the State against Ortie McManigle, 


who is charged with dynamiting the Lle- 
wellyn Iron Works last Christmas morn- 
ing, is now ready for presentation to a 
jury. To-day the last step in the re- 
tracing of McManigle’s movements in this 
city and in San Francisco was taken by 
the detectives working with the District 
Attorney’s office, 

They found a complete corroborating 
chain of facts which, they say, prove that 
McManigle spoke the truth when he con- 
fessed that he put ten quarts of nitro- 
glycerine under the Llewellyn building 
here on Deo, 25. 


The evidence implicates a coterie of Ban 
Francisco labor union men equally with 
McManigle, John J. McNamara, and 
James B. (Brice) McNamara, the trio 
charged with having dynamited the 
Times Building. and the Llewellyn Iron 
Works and is a part of the Grand Jury 
transcript on which the indictments 
against these men are based. 

The names of EB. A. Clancy, Olof Tveit- 
moe, and Mayor McCarthy are in the con- 
fession of McManigle. The first two are 
named conspicuously in the dynamiting 
conspiracy. It was also learned where 
McManigie passed his time during the 
six days he was in Los Angeles, and the 
three subsequent days he spent in San 
Francisco, with whom he conferred in 
both cities, and the matters discussed. 

After dynamiting the Llewellyn Iron 
Works McManigle went to San Fran- 
cisco, the transcript discloses, and called 
upon EF. A. Clancy, Vice President of the 
National Association of Bridge and 
Structural Workers. 

“Tell the old man that X have deliv- 
ered his Christmas present to him,”’ Mc- 
Manigle alleges was his greeting to 
Clancy. 

The old man referred to was Olaf 
Tveitmoe. 

Clancy then, according to McManigie, 
carried the ‘‘ good news” of the dyna- 
miting of the Liewellyn plant to Tveit- 
moe ,and McManigle received his pay, 
which amounted to $750. 

McManigle was then conducted 
Tveitmoe's office by Clancy, according 
to the new disclosures, and there was 
mutual rejoicing over the ‘‘ good work.”’ 
The party ther adjourned to the offices 
of Mayor McCarthy, where the latter 
commented on the ‘* good work,’’ so the 
transcript runs.

Adolph Freyer, a lawyer, of 141 Broad- 
way, was arrested yesterday by a Deputy 
Sheriff on an order signed by City Court 
Judge La Fetra sentencing him to five 
days’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
$250 for contempt of court on May 4. 
Freyer immediately sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus, which was argued in his 
behalf yesterday afternoon before Su- 
preme Court Justice Hendrick by Max 
Steuer and ex-Assistant District Attorney 
Alexander A. Mayper. George H. Kerby 
argued for the enforcement of the or- 
der. 

Freyer was counsel for the Metro- 
politan Printing Company in a suit 
against Frank IE. Robinson, which was 
on trial before Judge La Fetra in the 
City Court. In the order committing 
Freyer Judge La Fetra set forth that 
despite rulings of the court Freyer had 
insisted that he admonish Edward B. 
Wing, a witness. Finally Judge La Fetra 
exclaimed: 

“You can’t order the court to ad- 
monish the witness. In all of the court's 
ten years’ experience on the bench the 
court hae heard few witnesses who have 
answered questions more directly or with 
more care as to accuracy.” 

After this remark by the court Freyer 
examined the witness and believed that 
he had thrown doubts on his testimony. 
He then exclaimed, aS he dismissed the 
witness, Judge La Fetra charges: 

‘‘And you are the complimentary wit- 
ness who answers questions so directly.”’ 


Judge La Fetra took this interjection as | 


an aspersion on his previous remarks and
